U.N. DEBATE ON 
PALESTINE 


Proposal Before 
Assembly

New York, Thursday 

The United Nations General 
Assembly was to-day due to. begin 
consideration of the — resolution 
approved last week by its Ad Hoc 
Political Committee calling for direct 
peace negotiations between Israel and 
the Arab States. 

For the past week, Arab representa- 
tives have been attempting to persuade 
various delegations not to support the 
resolution. before the Assembly, but 
ratification by that body is considered 
likely, even though the Arabs have 
succeeded in pushimg through pro- 
cedural motion which will result in 
the entire issue being debated by the 
Assembly. 


Amendments Suggested 


Several amendments to the resolution 
have been submitted, one strengthening 
the clause calling for due consideration 
to be given to past Assembly resolutions 
on Palestine, another, presented by the 
Philippines, emphasising the principle of 
the internationalisation. of Jerusalem. 
Nevertheless, the sponsors of the resolu- 
tion are Said to be determined to secure 
the adoption of their motion. without 
amendments. 

The resolution. in addition to calling 
on Israel and the Arabs to begin direct 
peace. negotiations at an early date, 
upholds bree main principles promoted 
by Israel, It asserts that the quest for 
peace is the primary responsibility of the 
parties concerned: suggests that a peace 
settlement be directly negotiated; and 
establishes that past Assembly resolutions, 
though recalled, are not, as contended by 
the Arabs, to be considered the sole basis 
of negotiations. 


Syrian Motion Rejected 


The resolution was adopted by the Ad 
Hoc Political Committee by 32 votes to 
13. with 13 abstentions, more than the 
two-thirds majority required for ratifica- 
tion in the General Assembly. Britain and 


‘the United States were among the States 


which supported the resolution. 

By 27 votes to I4, with 13 absientions, 
the Committee rejected proposal by 
several. Asian Powers. reaffirming. those 
aspects of past Assembly resolutions 
which would have made the return of 
Arab refugees, the internationalisation of 
Jerusalem, and the recognition of 
boundaries as laid down in the partition 
resolution, the unalterable basis of 
negotiations. 

I: also rejected a last-minute Syrian 
resolution requesting. that the Arab 
refugee question be submitted to the 
International- Court of Justice. 

The Soviet bloc representatives opposed

Tyrol Ritual Murder 
Stories

VIENNA 

The Austrian League for Human 
Rights has appealed to the. Pope and 
the Catholic hierarchy to order the 
removal from churches in the Tyrol of 
memorial tablets and paintings depict- 
ing alleged ritual’ murders in the 
fifteenth century. 

One of the most blatant examples. is 
at the church in Rinn, near Hall, a place 
of pilgrimage visited: every year by 
thousands of Catholics, who are given 


. leaflets describing the alleged murder of 


Anderl Oxner, a iwo-and-a-half-year-old 
boy, by Jewish merchants, nearly 506 
years ago. 
Another memorial tablet is attached to 
the church in Lienz. [t commemorates 
the former resting place of the innocent 
child, Ursula Boeck. who. on Good 


Friday of the year 1443 was tortured by ° 


Jews in the Judengasse of Lienz.” 
Herr Muehlberger, the Secretary of the 
League, informs me that no reply has vet 
been received from the Pope. Cardinal 
Innitzer. of Austria; said that the matter 
came within the competence of Bishop 
Dr. Rusch, in Innsbriick, and referred 
the League to him. But _Dr. Rusch 


declined to intervene. stating in a letter: 


that “the Jews have not yet proved that 
they never did such a thing.” 

The League has now asked the Minis: 
ter of Education to prevent parties of 
schoolchildren from visiting the church 
at Rinn.

presidential address to the annual 
meeting of the Anglo-Israel Associa- 
tion held at 13, Mansfield Street, W.., 
on Monday. 

On the suggestion of Sir Andrew 
McFadyean, Chairman of the Council, 
who presided, the meeting decided to 
send a message of sympathy to Mrs. 
Vera Weizmann. Sir Andrew described 
the late President of Israel as one of 
the few constructive statesmen of the 
century. 

Presenting the report and accounts of 
the Association, Mr. S. S. Hammersley, 
Chairman of the Executive Commitice, 
described. the past 17 months as a 
successful period, which had culminated 
in the acceptance of the presidency of the 
Association. by the Israeli Ambassador. 

‘It was not enough to rely on the tradi- 
tion of friendship between Jewry and 
Britain when. interpreting British-Israeli 
relations, Mr. Hammersley stated, Israel 
was going to play an tmportant part in 
the Middle East and the world at. large, 
and the Association’s aim was to interpret 
the new ideas which were being worked 
out there. 

Introducing the Israeli Ambassador, 
the Chairman said that there had never 
been a.foreign representative. who had 
established* himself. so quickly in~ the 
respect and. affection of British people 
as Mr. Elath had done. 


Tribute to Dr, Weizmann 


In his first address as President of the 
Association, Mr, Elath paid tribute = to 
Dr. Weizmann, who was one of the first 
supporters. of the Association; to its 
founder, Sir Wyndham Deedes, who: had 
given a lifetime of service to the cause 
of the Jewish people and to England; 
and to Mr. Hammersley, Sir Andrew 
McFadyean, and Miss 
Mackinnon, the Secretary-General of the 
Association. 

Referring to the need for an organisa- 


tion such as theirs, now that the relations 


between their two countries were taking 
at normal course. the Ambassador said: 
“When one has become

crises in. which the survival of Israel was 
at’:stake—the present situation certainly 
looks less exacting. But would anyone 
say. that the work of a gardener, patiently 
and slowly cultivating his young plants, 
is less important to the community,. of

“In fact, I think that present. circum- 
stances,” added Mr. Elath,. ‘show 
greater need, and provide greater oppor- 
tunities, for the work of this Association. 
Formal relations, however excellent, 
through official and semi-official channels, 
cannot alone give the kind of intimate 
understanding and sympathy between two 


democratic peoples which. official 
contacts require for their background, 
and without which, indeed. they cannot 
develop satisfactorily.

Association can provide. 


Admiration for Britain 


During his recent visit to Israel he was 
able to see, said Mr. Elath, how genuine 
and how widespread was the feeling of 
respect and admiration there for the 
free. democratic institutions of the British 
Istes.. The growing good will for Britatn 
in Israel was a most. valuable asset. 

Mr. Elath also. stressed that nations as 
well as individuals could agree to differ 
without harm. to their friendship so long 


as there was a solid basis of common. 


understanding and interest.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


LIGHT AND DARKNESS 


HE idea of a conflict between 
spiritual light and darkness, 
and the belief in the favour- 
able outcome of the struggle, is one 
of the most fundamental of Jewish 
themes. The Bible begins with 
God separating light from darkness 
and calling the former good. The 
prophets, the psalmists, the sages 
all speak of their ideal in terms of 
light. recently discovered 
Judean Scrolls contain vivid 
description of the war between the 
“ sons of darkness” and the “sons 
of light.” 
Much of the ritual of our faith is 
connected with the kindling of lights. 
It is not so long since pious Jewish 
men and women felt honoured. at 
being allowed to present. gifts. of 
candles for the illumination of the 
sVnagogue. The saintly  Chafetz 
Chayim. ts reported to have refused to 
permit the wiring of the synagogue in 
his ‘native town for electricity, lest 
the humble townsfolk should not be 
able to make this.individual contribu- 
tion. It was a touch of real religious 
genius which ordained that Jews cele- 
brate Chanucah by the kindling of 
lights, for nothing could better have 
expressed the victory of Judaism over 
the soul-destroying evils of Hellenism. 
We all desire to see the victory of 
light over darkness. The difficulty is, 
however, that we rarely see things as 
wholly dark or wholly. light. Our 
vision. is usually blurred, with > the 
result that there is no clear-cut divi- 
sion between right and wrong and, in 
the -world of to-day, so many men of 
good -will are arrayed . against each 
other, each believing that he alone 
has seen the light. | 


HE rabbis ot old, commenting on 

the verse, ~ Thou makest darkness, 
and it is night; wherein all the beasts 
of the forest do creep forth” (Psalms 
civ, 20). remark that this speaks of 
this world of error where life is so 
often enveloped in the darkness of 
night. 

The famous Jewish moralist, Rabbi 
Moses Chayim Luzzatto, with pene- 
trating insight, notes that-the compari- 
son is not with complete darkness. but 
with the confusing half-light of might. 
At night. he remarks, we are 
prevented trom seeing, but our vision 
is distorted, so that we seé a man as 
a post and a post as a man. Simi- 


larly, in human affairs, those forces’ 


working openly for unmitigated evil 
are easily attacked and eventually 
defeated ; their baseness and foulness 
stand out so blatantly that all. decent 
men and women are compelied to rise 
in anger, as they did when faced with 
Nazism: to déstroy them from the 
face of the earth: It is where there 
is-a blending of light and darkness— 
as in most of the difficult situations 
we have to face-——that we cannot see 
where our duty hes, and we pass judg- 
ments on our fellows and on ourselves 
which are misieading and untrue.

WHAT is the solution of this diffi- 

culty ? How can we learn to 
penetrate the veil of obscurity which 
darkens counsel ? The answer is given 
in the Jewish law concerning the 
kindling of the Chanucah lights. We 
are told that it is forbidden to use the 
Chanucah lights for our own purposes 
~~" these lights are sacred and it is 
not permitted to us to make any 
protane use of them ; but we are only 
to look at them, in order that we may 
give thanks unto Thy Name.” 

Here is the answer to our problem. 
lf we are to see the truth, we must 
never allow our moral judgment to be 
Clouded by our personal preferences 
and desires. In every such judgment 
we have to ask ourselves whether the 
spiritual light we are attempting to 
kindle will bring blessing to mankind, 
Are. we attempting to fulfil God's 
purposes m_ life, or are we attempting 
| Are our 
motives truly. altruistic and. fraternal, 
or are they selfish and personal ? The 
kindling of.spiritual light must be per- 


formed “to give thanks unto Thy 
Name. Then, and then only, will 
mankind emerge from darkness 


into 
light.

It was also often called upon to assist 
Government departments in such matters 
as the verification of age in connection 
with pensions and birth and marriage 
certificates.

NEW LORD-IN-WAITING 


Lord Mancroft’s appointment as 
Lord-in-Waiting to .the Queen makes 
him a junior member of the Govern- 
ment. A Lord-in-Waiting is appointed 
by the Queen on the advice of the 
Prime Minister. There are at the 
present time four Lords-in-Waiting to 
the Queen. Their duties involve repre- 
senting the Monarch on_ ser-State 
functions. For example, on the arrival 
of a Governor-General from another 
Commonwealth country he is by usage 
met on arrival by a Lord-in-Waiting 
on behalf .of the Monarch. In the 
House of Lords he answers for those 
Government Gepartments which have 
no direct representative there. Most 
of the senior Ministries have repre- 
sentatives in the House of Lords. 
Accordingly, the work of a Lord-in- 
Waiting. while “important, ts yet 


unduly onerous, Lords-in-Waiting, 


unlike Permanent Lords-in-Waiting, 
retire on a change of Government. A 
Permanent Lord-in-Waitting is usually 
a former senior member of the Royal 
Household, who, in addition to dis- 
charging the ceremonial functions as 
a Lord-in-Waiting, acts as personal 
adviser to the Monarch. Lord Man- 
croft’s ‘appointment carries a salary 
of £1,000 a year.

DISPUTE OVER NEW SCHOOL PLAN 


Objections Maintained 
By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 


Dissatisfaction with the course of 
negotiations between the Jewish Day 
Schools Trust for Greater London and 
the London Board of Jewish Religious 
Education on the draft scheme for the 
London Jewish Educational Founda- 
tion was expressed at a meeting of the 
Governors ‘of the Jewish Secondary 


Schools Movement, held at the 
Kedassia Restaurant, London, W., last 
week. Rabbi Dr. S. Schonfeld 
presided. 


[The draft scheme framed by the 
Ministry of Education provides for 
the amalgamation of three Jewish 
Educational Foundations into one 
Foundation. The Foundations are 
those of the now defunct Jews’ Free 
School, the Jews’ Infants Schools, and 
the Westminster Jewish Free School.] 

Dr. J. Braude, one of the Governors 
and Chairman of the Jewish Day Schools 
Trust, giving a report on the Trust funds 
negotiations, said that on December 1 a 
meeting took place with representatives 
of the London Board, at which the 
Jewish day schools were represented by 
Rabbi, Dr. Schonfeld and himself. The 
Chief Rabbi, who had asked for this 
meeting to be arranged, presided. 

They were informed, said Dr. Braude, 
‘that the London County Council had 
recently offered the London Board a new 


- site in Camden Town, on which it was 


their intention to build a grammar school 
for about 500 children. This project, 
the representatives of the day schools 
were assured, would not in any way 
impede the assistance which the existing 
schools’ could and were entitled to 
expect, if and when the trustee schemé 
were accepted. They were also informed 
that it was the intention of the London 
Board to elect dmong the seven trustees 
two connected with the existing schools, 
and that the others would be appointed 
from persons devoted to the furtherance 
of Orthodox Jewish education. 


Camden Town Scheme 


It was pointed out by the representa- 
tives of the day schools that while. they 
could envisage the inclusion of a school 
at Camden Town in the overall scheme 
previously discussed, it would be wrong 
to make tt a grammar scho@l only. — It 
should be a secondary school. with both 
a grammar and modern. department, in 
which case it might also replace the 


planned secondary school in Hackney. 


They had also made it clear, said Dr. 
Braude, that the question of trustees was 
not their main concern. They were con- 
cerned. in. the first. place with a 
co-ordinated plan for the development 
and extension of Jewish day school 
education in the whole of London. | It 
‘would be wrong to lay stress on one 
school only, the building of which would 
in any case take quite a number of years. 
Assistance should be given immediately 
wherever required, and the care of chil- 
dren in the existing schools should be 
recognised as having the same impor-

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TORAH AND STATE 


By Rabbi Dr. S. M. LEHRMAN: 


AN | traditional Judaism, 
unswervingly based on 
Torah’ principles, legislate 


for the ever- growing dynamic needs 
of Medinat Israel? How can we 
eeoncilé the rigorous laws concern- 
ing Sabbath observance, as found 
iq our Codes, with the efficient run- 
aing of such essential services as the 
army. police, and postal communt- 
cations ? What about the work 
of the electricity, gas, and water 
departments and other essential 
industries on that day—seeing that 
their cessation would result in 
hardship for the individual and 
danger to the welfare of the newly 
born State? In other words: Can 
traditional Judaism serve as 
“nourishing breasts” for the third 
Jewish Commonwealth ; or has it, 
across the span of two thousand 


years of homelessness, run dry of 


legislative guidance ? 


Hebrew Press Discussion 


These questions are being seriously 
discussed in the Hebrew. press in 
Their reverberations have 
more than once sounded loud in the 


Knesset. even occasioning many heart- 
secarchings im communities outside 
Israel. What is the answer ? A 


detailed study of halacha elicits this 
positive. reply: Traditional Judaism, 
as interpreted in the Talmud, Codes, 
and Responsa: literature up. to: date, 
provides. guidance for every  con- 
tingency in the life of an individual 
or State, making it possible to run a 
country smoothly without violating 
the spirit of the Torah. 
The general principle. always 
stressed is this: Ef it can be definitely 
proved that meticulous adherence to 
a precept would spell danger to the 
life even of one person, let alone a’ 
whole State, then this consideration 


brushes aside summarily, though tem- 
porarily., the divine command. The 
Jewish din goes -further: he -who 


refuses to break the Sabbath in order 
to save a life is termed “a pious 
idiot “PON). In such a case, 
itis advisable for a rabbi himself to 
perform the action necessary, so that 
others may see how imperative it 1s. 


Chanucah Example 


A proof that Orthodox Judaism 
ean provide a modus vivendi for a 
modern. State is also furnished by the 
beloved Festival of Chanucah. When 
the Svrian-Greek hordes wished to 
take advantage of the enforced rest 
enjoined. by the Jewish Sabbath, by 
attacking their valiant opponents on 
that day, the Maccabeans gave the 
command to fight back. This the 
Jews did, snatching the victory from 
their surprised and routed adversaries. 
There: was no question in the minds 
of any soldier in. the Jewish ranks 
then as to the din of carrying arms 
On the Sabbath. To them the law 
Was explicit; the saving of life 41s 
always the paramount consideration. 

One may now well ask: Since our 
halacha is so explicit on the relation- 
ship between Torah and State, why is 
there constant discussion. of this 
theme. so acrimonious at times as to 
lead- to Government crises? The 
answer is that it is due to the kind 
ol approach made by those seeking 
Modifications and revisions in Jewish 
law. if the desire on their part be 
merely reform (on the grounds that 
sesaitma, as interpreted by the faith- 
ful, is outmoded, and must be com- 
plete: overhauled), then this attitude 
Must be vigorously opposed by those 
fo whom the Torah means everything. 
Even Ahad Ha’am. whom none will 
accuse of being biased towards Ortho- 
doxy. was convinced that Reform 
Judaism. 
IS tamous essay on that subject, he 
Writes: “The very idea of Reform 
Prestipposes irreligious tendencies. To 
the Reformer, therefore, there is little 


left. reform,” 

There is another consideration. If 
those at the head of the State, if 
lhOse primarily responsible for the

ews. there would have been no ques- 
tlonin: 2. or little, by those determined 
lo be true to the Torah-way of life, 
When told that their work was abso- 
ulely essential on that day.

to civilisation and idealism. 


religion, yet individual members: of 
the Government and other officials 
have often manifested a distinct anti- 
not aggressiveness, towards 
the religious scruples of those in their 


employ. It is not to be wondered at 
that the Israeli Rabbinate advises 
those who wish. to be loyal to the 


Torah not to work in State Depart- 
ments which insist on work on the 
Sabbath. 

The debate raging in Israel concern- 
ing Dat (Religion) and Medina. seems 
to boil down to this: Who is to decide 
whether any kind of work carried on 
by the army or police force, civic 
departments or businesses, is abso- 
lutely essential to the welfare of the 
State, or for the safety of the indi- 
vidual ? Had-there been a Sanhedrin 
in existence to-day, it would obviously 
have been the only. competent. bod\ 
to decide. In its absence, chaos 
ensues, each ecclesiastical group act- 
ing as a law unto itself. If proof 
were necessary for the need for the 
establishment of: a Sanhedrin in the 
near future, this is the one most con- 
clusive. The essential need in Israc] 
to-day is discipline. and authority in 


the interpretation of the Torah spirit. 


and in a true appraisal of what kind: 
of work ts actually vital for life and 
safety, and which things can be left 
till the termination of the Sabbath. 


Re-establishing the Sanhedrin 


Of course,.many Counter-arguments 


are put forward by those who oppose 


the re-establishment. of a Sanhedrin. 
One of the most speculative is that 
its authority will not be recognised, 
not only by the irreligious, but also 
by many religious sections to whom 
the very suggestion of revision and 
modification in Jewish. is 
anathema. .But may not, perhaps, the 
present drift. from Orthodoxy. be 
largely due to the lack of a central 
authority consisting of the. greatest 
personalities, selected not only for 
their profound erudition in halacha, 
but also for their tact and. savoir- 
faire in worldly affairs 


or even a Beth Din composed of 


members who live not only - within 
the “four. cubits of halacha.”’ but 
who have. also a knowledge of the 
best contributions made by. others 


is bound 
to earn the respect even of those who 
now stand aloof from all intensive 
religious activities. 
To counter the objection «that. it 
would be impossible to find rabbis of 
this calibre, why should We not intro- 
duce the system. of specialisation int 
the -Rabbinate such as exists to- 
in almost every other profession ? 


Talmudical Evidence 


The Talmud _ provides internal 
evidence that such specialisation did 
in fact operate even then. — Its pages 
record one rabbi who spent 18 months 
with a shepherd in order to become 
an expert in those blemishes which 
disqualified the animai from. being 
either offered as sacrifice or 
regarded sanctified first-born 
(Sanhed. Sb): other rabbis added a 
knowledge of zoology to the Dietar\ 
Laws; while others, more venture- 
some still, conducted an autopsy in 
order to ascertain the exact number 
of organs in a human~ 
(Sanhed. 32a). Surely, what was pos- 
sible and considered advisable in those 
far-off days should not prove insur- 
mountabie in times when the univer- 
sity and the printing press have made 
every branch of knowledge openl!; 
accessible to every student. 

The cause of Judaism will not be 
advanced as: long as an attitude of 
discontent exists between authorities, 
lay and clerical. In order to earn the 
obedience of the people. the religious 
leader must inspire them. by his know- 
ledge of life and by his sympathy with 
them in their daily battle with all 


kinds of situations, as well as by his _ 


unquestioned zeal and unrivalled 
learning. Of the rabbi, these days, 
people demand something more than 
an. encyclopedic knowledge of the 
Code of Maimonides or the Shulchan 
Aruch of Karo. We live in. times 
when the fires of Gehinnom no longer 
frighten the masses and when the bait 
held out by the banquet of Leviathan 
and Preserved Wine in the Life to 
Come no longer serve as spurs to the 
virtuous life. The future of Judaism 
depends on a harmonious co-opera- 
tion between Torah and State, between 
religion and life.

Col. L.. H. Gluckstein, T.D., Q.C., 
who was a Conservative candidate 
at the General Election of October, 
19S1, alleged on Monday that during 
the election he had been “a victim of 
semitic antisemitism.” | 

Col. Gluckstein made the statement 
at. a brains trust on “Jews. and 
Politics.” held by the Anglo-Jewish 


Association in the Council Room of 


the West London Synagogue (33, Sey- 
mour Place, W.). | 

The other members of the brains trust 
were Mr, Maurice Edelman, M.P.,. Mr. 
Perey Cohen, C.B.E. (Joint Director of 
the. Conservative Research Department), 
and Mr. Gershon Ellenbogen, a Liberal 
candidate: at the General Election, 

Introducing the members of the brains 
trust, Mr. Leonard Stein, who presided, 
said that while they belonged to the 
three great parties in the State they all 
shared the distinction of being members 
of the A.J.A. Council, and corresponded 
io the Association’s. conception of a 
true type of English: Jew: onc. that 
combined pride in the Jewish heritage 
and service to the Jewish community with 
distinguished -service to the ‘as 
a whole. 


Selection’ of Candidates 


Replying to a question, whether it 
was accidental that all present Jewish 
M.P.s were members of the Labou: 
Party, Mr. Ellenbogen-and Mr.. Edelman 
implied that local Conservative Associa- 
tions were not keen to adopt Jews as 
their candidates for “ safe” seats. 

This was denied by Col. Gluckstein. 
who said that he could not see that the 
Conservative Party had failed. to 
appreciate Jews. He then complained 
that. he had been “a victim of. semitic 
antisemitism in the last, General Elec-: 
tion, alleging that there had been efforts 
by some persons which had aimed ai 
persuading his constituents “not to vote 
for Gluckstemn, for he is a Jew.” 

All the speakers agreed that in Britain 
there was: no such thing. as a“ Jewish 
vote,”” and that it would not be desirable 
to establish a ‘* Jewish vote. 

The speakers also agreed that British 
Jews and Jews generally should interest 
themselves and actively participate in the 
political life of the country in which 
they lived.

FUTURE OF JEWS:-IN 
EASTERN EUROPE | 


No Clear Statement of 
Communist Policy 


By our Diplomatic Correspondent 


Reports from Eastern Europe 
present no clear picture of the official 
policy adopted towards the remaining 
Jewish communities since the Prague 
trials. 

On the one hand, the antisemitic 
aspect of the trial has been toned 
down in Poland and Hungary, where 
Jews are still prominent in_ the 
Government ; on the other, there are 
rumours of an impending “ purge 
in East Germany which would involve 
Gerhard Eisler, the Propaganda Minis- 
ter and one of the few Jews in high 
office ; and it now seems certain that 
Anna Pauker, the former Rumanian 
Foreign Minister, will be brought to 
trial. In addition, PRAVDA, in a report 
of alleged fraud in the Odessa region, 
has. laid much. stress on the Jewish 
names of. principal persons 
involved, who include the regional 
Party Secretary. 


‘Another Trial ?. 


Close observers incline to the opinion 
that the anti-Jewish anti-Zionist 
* angle ’’ was introduced into the Prague 
affair as an afterthought. It is believed 
that a further. group of “ conspirators ~ 
will shortly be brought to trial, including 
nearly all the former leaders of the 
Slovak Communist Party. None of them 
are Jews: they. might be described as 
Titoist,” as distinct.from the alleged 
** Trotskyists the first trial. 
latter certainly included majority. of 
Jewish intellectuals, and the idea of 
grouping them together in such a way 
as to. exploit the latent antisemitism of 
the Czech and Slovak population must 
have been an important. motive in 
arranging the trial: but it is thought that 
the struggle which preceded it had roots 
going back into the Zhdanov period and 
the establishment of the Cominform five 
years ago, when the Jewish issue was of 
no importance. 

A comparison of the political records 
of the accused leaders and their alleged 
accomplices in Rumania shows that they 


belonged to two different groups: the 


“native Communists with nationalist 
tendencies, and the veteran internationa! 
Moscow-trained agents, who. in the new 
jargon, are styled “ cosmopolitans.”” The 
latter in Czechoslovakia included Slansky, 


Geminder (a Viennese Jew. whose real 


name was Glaubauf), André Simone 
(Otto Katz), and -Ludwig Freyka 


(Freund). These men had for long been 
active in the Soviet military intelligence 
“apparatus,” and were especially promi- 
nent during the Spanish civil war period. 


Obscure Struggle 


There is reason to beheve that, after 
suffering eclipse during the Stalin-Hitler 
pact period, they came into. prominence 
again after Hitler's attack on Russia, 
when the Soviet Army’s Political Admini- 
stration, under the late Shcherbakov, 
temporarily secured greater authority. 
Shcherbakov. was closely 
Zhdanoyv, who took the lead in_ setting 
up the Cominform in 1947 and who was 
clearly the distant protector of the 
Slansky group as against Gottwald and 
his henchmen. 

With the death of these two powerful 
figures—neither, incidentally, 
regarded pro-Jewish—a different 
faction, headed by Malenkov, came to 
the forefront, and the international 
** Zhdanovites were gradually. displaced. 
This process was also extended to France, 
where Marty and Tillon count as sup- 
porters of the extremist Zhdanov line, 
which called for a much more adven- 
turous foreign policy than the Kremlin 
is now willing to sanction. | 

The manner in which the Jewish issue 
fits into this obscure struggle is, there- 
fore, somewhat indirect. It is not quite 
clear why the Soviet military intelligence 
service Should have sacrificed its own 
agents, except on the supposition that 
they had identified theinselves with poli- 
cies which the Kremlin now regards as 
dangerous.

ISRAELI-CZECH 
RELATIONS 


Envoy in Prague Wiil Not 
be Replaced 
By a Diplomatic Correspondent 


There are no grounds to anticipate, 
for the time being at least, a complete 
severance of relations between Israel 
and Czechoslovakia, but the Israeil 
Government has apparently decided 
not to appoint another Minister in 
place of Dr. Kubovy, who has been 
declared. persona non grata in Prague 
and in Warsaw. 

This was made clear in a_ broadcast 
last week over ihe Israeli Radio by Dr. 
Walter Eytan, the Director-General! of 
the Israeli Foreign Ministry. He said 
that in the present circumstances there 
did not seem to be much point in send- 
ing a representative of high rank to 
Prague. In the prevailing strained atmo- 
sphere it was unlikely that any important 
diplomatic business could be conducted 
between the two countries. In Warsaw 
the Ministry's affairs will be handled by 
Mr. Nallo, the Israeli Chargé d Affaires, 
and in Prague by Mr. Z. Shek. | 

It appears from Dr. Eytan’s broad- 
cast. that the Czech Government still 
owes Israel about $500,000 for Israeli 
goods. recently exported to Czecho- 
slovakia: Israel is trying to obtain pay- 
ment. 


Czechs “Not Antisemitic 


Dr. Eytan’s broadcast appears to have 
caused quite a stir in. diplomatic circles 
behind the Iron Curtain, especially his 
gibe. comparing President Gottwald of 
Czechoslovakia jo Pharaoh.’ President 
Gottwald, said Dr. Eytan, expelled the 
Israeli Minister. because it. was not con- 
venient for him to meet a_ foreign 


diplomat to whom he had given. solemn 


promises to permit Czech Jews to leave 
for. Israet. These promises,” added 
Dr. Eytan, ** Gottwald failed. to keep 
because, like Pharaoh, he. changed his 
mind.

Gottwald’s Reply 


President himself also 
appears to have been taken aback -by 
the strong. protests against his decision 
to hang Slansky, his close friend for 
25 years, and other Communist leaders. 
At the opening of the two-day. Congress 
of the Czech Communist Party in Prague 
this week, the President, according to 
Prague Radio, declared, as: did Mr. 
Nejedly previously, that by becoming 
anti-Zionist Czechoslovakia has _ not 
become antisemitic. The trial, he said, 
was merely “a measure of Communist 
defence’ against American espionage.” 
‘Ziomsm, he added, was “a channel 
through which treason has infiltrated into 


the Communist — Party.” People. of 
Jewish origin were not necessarily 
Zionists. If they were honest in build- 


ing Socialism they might be good Com. 
munists. 

It is interesting to note that the Com- 
munist leaders Israel, where pro- 
Communist sympathies, as elsewhere out- 
side the Iron Curtain countries, are 
definitely weakening, have not changed 
their attitude to the Prague trials. Mr. 
Mikunis, the Secretary of the Israeli 
Communist Party, who has just returned 
from Moscow via Prague, said that it 
was fortunate for the Czech nation that 
this “gang of spies, traitors, and sabot- 
eurs had been discovered in time.

SACHS’S APPEAL 
DISMISSED 


But Sentence Suspended 


BLOEMFONTEIN 

The. appeal of  Mr.. Emil S. 
(“ Solly ”) Sachs against a sentence of 
imprisonment on two counts under 
the Suppression of Communism Act 
was dismissed by the Appellate Divi- 
sion here last week, but sentence was 
suspended for three years.

AFTER a critical period which has lasted 
nearly three months, Mr. BEN-GuRION, by 
skilful and tireless negotiation, has at last 
succeeded in reaching agreement for the 
formation of a new Coalition Government in 
Israel, This time, instead of the Agudists, 
whose representatives’ withdrawal caused 
the crisis, he has been able to come to an 
arrangement with the second largest party in 
the Knesset, the General Zionists. Between 
them, the Government. Party (Mapai) and 
the General Zionists will have 65 seats in 


_ the Knesset out of a total of 120, supported 


by a majority of votes in the country. During 


‘the last election the two Parties polled 


377,000 votes out of a total of 695,000, or 
just over 53 per cent. Even if no other Party 
agrees to co-operate, Israel is now more or 
less assured of a-stable Government, in a 
position to continue uninterruptedly its vast 
development schemes and to consolidate 
the country’s economy. : 

Under the influence of his new partners, 
whose outlook can be roughly compared to 
that of the Liberal Party in Britain, Mr. BEN- 


‘GuRION will no doubt have to forgo .a good 


deal of his Socialist policy, and—what will 
be an additional blessing—the grip of the 
Histadrut on the country will’ be relaxed. 
Already, in anticipation of the General 


- Zionists joining his Cabinet, Mr. BEN-GURION 


has, during the last three weeks, abolished a 
number of controls, and many more are to be 
removed by the new Coalition Government. 
A favourable impression will no doubt have 


been caused, in and outside Israel, by the 


agreement to stabilise, on a firmer and 
stronger basis, the Israeli. currency and 
provide more adequate facilities for the 
inflow of foreign capital, which will thus 
give free enterprise a much desired oppor- 
tunity in the building up of the State. To 
American Jewry, where General Zionist 
influences are predominant and the question 
of private enterprise an important factor, this 
will come as an additional spur, as also to. 
many Jews in this country, in their efforts 
on Israel's behalf, The proposed new Electoral 
law seems to contain some dangerous 
features, however, although judgment must 
be withheld until full details are available. 
No less important appear to be the many 
other reforms to which the new partnership 
in the Cabinet is pledging itself. Of these, the 
most noteworthy ts the hope held out, and we 
trust not in vain, for the unification of the 


educational system and the abolition of the | 


four drfierent “trends” which have for so 
long been allowed to inject a political element 
into education. This change will undoubtedly 
give rise to the utmost controversy and 


opposition, especially from the religious 
parties, who will certainly fight against this - 


step. It ts one more facet of the cultural 
battle which is being fought out in Israel, 
where the demands of a modern State are 
being tested against .ideas. tenaciously held 


over the centuries in circumstances which 


were utterly different from those of to-day. 
It is no simple coincidence, for example, that, 
as we report on another page, in the very 
same week when Mapai and the General 


Zionists become partners in the administra-— 


tion, control has been lifted in Israel from the 
sale of pork, which can now be bought freely 


from non-kasher. butchers and served in. 


restaurants, 


If there 1s any Party which, as a result 
of the change in the Cabinet, must 
undergo a good deal of heart-searching in 
Israel, it is the Aguda. As we pointed out 
in these columns, #n our issue of October 3,. 
it was the Aguda’s own irreconcilable atti- 
tude and hasty defection from the Cabinet 
that drove Mr. Ben-Gurion, possibly with 
some degree of relief, to seek partners in 
other quarters, The fact that some Aguda 
leaders in Israel allowed themselves mis- 
takenly to be influenced by advisers abroad 


probably played a part in bringing about 
their present virtual elimination from a voice 
in the affairs of the néw State. 


Mr. BEN-GuRION. and his new Cabinet col- | 


leagues should nevertheless continue to use 
every effort to win back the support of the 
religious groups and thus make the basis of 
the new coalition wider still, giving it a 
wholly national character. On_ practical 
grounds the new partnership, led by proved 
Zionist leaders, will no doubt receive a large 
measure of sympathy both inside and out- 
side of Israel. From an internal point of 
view, it is bound to be of considerable 
benefit, and it will also strengthen Israel's 
position internationally. This is particu- 
larly vital now, when the Israeli Government 


is making an earnest bid for peace with 


the Arabs, and the latter, as evidenced by 
the continuous sabre-rattling speeches of 
their leaders, are still talking of revenge and 


imposing their will in the vitally strategic — 


area of the Middle East. 


EDUCATION BILL 


THE Education (Miscellaneous Provisions) 


Bill, which received its Second Reading in 
the House of Commons earlier this month, 
appears at first sight to have little direct 
interest for the Jewish community. In the 
first place, its general. scope (as far as con- 
cerns denominational schools) appears to be 
limited, involving an additional cost to the 
Exchequer of not more than £250,000 a year, 
and some small extra charge to local 
authorities beyond that. Nevertheless, the 
educational authorities of the Jewish com- 
munity will no doubt explore fully the 
possibilities afforded by Clause | of the Bill. 
Under the Education Act, 1944, the Ministry 
of Education ts entitled to make a grant for 
the building of a voluntary school which is 
transferred to a new site or established in 
substitution for former schools.. Where the 
new voluntary school is not in substitution 
for a discontinued school the Ministry is 
entitled to make a grant towards the cost of 
building where it is satisfied that its estab- 
lishment is due to the. need to provide 
e:‘lucation for a “ substantial number of dis- 
placed pupils.” The grant may not exceed 
one half of the construction expenditure 
certified by the Minister as attributable to 
the provision of education for the displaced 
pupils. Thus, if the new school provides 
500. places and the Ministry is satisfied that, 
say, 200 of them are for “displaced pupils,” 
then it may make a grant on the basis of 
200 places. 
Clause | of the Bill enlarges the definition 
of “displaced pupils.” At present the pro- 
moters of the new school have to show that 
an existing school has been reorganised and 
ceases to provide both primary and secon- 
dary education or that its places have been 
substantially reduced. It 1s now proposed 
that the expression displaced pupils” shall 
include. pupils who in consequence of 
rehousing cease to reside in the area served 
by an existing voluntary school. Thus, the 
Stepney Jewish Schools serve an area which 
has been affected considerably by the migra- 
tion of population, but as the law now 
stands it might not be possible to prove 
that a proposed Jewish school, in North 
London, for example, would serve “ dis- 
placed’ Stepney pupils. If the present Bill 
becomes law the fact that pupils have 


removed from Stepney through rehousing 


{actual or proposed) is to be taken into 
account. Of course. the law would still 
require that in the district to which they 
have removed, the pupils, taken together and 
possibly coming from the areas of more than 
one voluntary school, should constitute a 
“ substantial number.” Whether the Jewish 
organisations could show. “ substantial” 
numbers is too problematical to permit of 
hopes being raised at this stage, but they 
will, we are sure, be both watchful and 
well informed as against the possibility of 
negotiating with the Ministry. 


Another proposal whose possibilities 
should be considered is that embodied in 
Clause 9. At present the Ministry’s power 
to make grants, already alluded to, operates 
only where new school buildings are literally 
constructed, but it is to be extended by this 
Clause to cover the provision of sites and 
buildings in general terms, and will thus 
enable a grant to be made where existing 
buildings are merely purchased and adapted. 
For a community such as our own, whose 
children are necessarily scattered in small 
numbers which do not justify the construc- 
tion of large school units, this provision 
might prove to be of great advantage. 


THE GOODENDAY TRUST 


As was well remarked by Viscount 
SAMUEL at this week’s dinner held by the 
British Friends in support of the Hebrew 
University Faculty of Science, both gener- 
osity and wisdom characterise the endow- 
ment of*the John Goodenday Trust. The 
capital of £20,000, together with the guaran- 
teed income of £1,000 annually, which Mr. 
JOHN GOODENDAY has provided, is the most 
munificent gift in the history of the 
Friends. No less noteworthy is the pur- 


pose fpr which this Trust has been. founded. 
“Its object is the promotion of friendship 


between Israel and Great Britain through 
the advancement of education in science. 
The Trust establishes fellowships to enable 


graduates of the Hebrew University to come © 


to the United Kingdom for research work, 
and later for British graduates to do research 


in Israel. This scheme, which Lord SAMUEL. 


appropriately likened to the Rhodes Scholar- 
ships, is bound to strengthen the links 
between Israel and this country on a level 
that must have far-reaching consequences. 


It will help to solve one of the main diffi- | 


culties with which the Hebrew University 
is at present confronted, the problem of 
staffing. In the long run Israel. will have to 
depend mainly on scientists trained in its own 
midst.’ It is essential, however, for a new 
and small country. with limited resources, 


that these scientists should have the oppor- — 


tunity of doing post-graduate research 
abroad. Already some small beginning had 


been made in bringing a few selected gradu- 


ates to British universities, and the Trust 
now. enables this scheme to be put on a 
proper and permanent basis. It is to be 
hoped that other individuals-and groups will 
be inspired to follow Mr. GOoDENDAY’S 
splendid example, so that the full possibilities 
of this scheme may become increasingly 
realised. Distinguished scientists in this 
country, like Sir BEN LOCKSPEISER and 
Professor R. E. Pelerts, have spoken dbout 
the tremendous practical importance of 
developing by such means the scientific 
progress of Israel. Moreover, at recent 
meetings in London, reported in this issue, 
the Israeli AMBASSADOR and Professor S. 
SAMBURSKY, Director of the Research Coun- 
cil of Israel, have affirmed from a reciprocal 
viewpoint the significance of these educa- 
tional links between the two countries. 
Co-operation in this scientific venture will 
not only secure its immediate practical objec- 
tive, but will also do much to promote 
international understanding and friendship. 


JERUSALEM POST 


WE salute, on its reaching an important 
milestone in its career, an English-language 
contemporary in Israel. The JERUSALEM 
Post, the only daily newspaper in English 
published in Israel, has celebrated its 
twentieth birthday. It was founded by Mr. 
GERSHON AGRONSKY (who has Hebraised 
his name to AGRON), and he has been its 


editor for all that time, except for. a period 


of 20 months during 1949 and 1950 when he 
held the post of Director of Government 
Information Services in Israel. In 1932 he 
formed a private company which took over 
an existing English-language paper entitled 
the PALESTINE GAZETTE, and the PALESTINE 
PosT, as it was renamed, became the only 
English paper in Jerusalem. For a short time 
the two determining votes in the combined 
company were held by the second Lord 
MELCHETT, in London. The company’s 
bankers were the Palestine Economic Cor- 
poration, whose head was the Jate Sir ROBERT 
WALEY COHEN, and he gave the paper his 
sympathetic support. It was backed by 
capitalists, but its policy was always Labour- 
Zionist and its Articles of Association laid 
down its support for * the policy adumbrated 
in the Mandate as interpreted by the Jewish 
authorities.” During the last years of Man- 
datory government, the British censorship 
often found itself obliged to issue stern 
warnings to it and once actually suspended 
it. During the siege of Jerusalem by the 
Arabs it never missed an issue, although four 
times it appeared as a stencilled sheet owing 
to the failure of the electric power. On 
February 1, 1948, its premises were bombed 
and four members of the staff were killed. 
Six others lost their lives during the Arab- 
Israeli fighting. Despite the loss of a large 
part. of its readership, which at one time 
included thousands of British troops and 
members of the Mandatory Government, it 
still fills a need in Israel, where English is in 
demand, and it enjoys a high reputation 
among the Israeli press.

THE CRUSADES 


A History of the Crusades. \Yo'vume Two: 
The Kingdom of Jerusalem and. the Frankish 
East 1190-1187, By STEVEN RUuNciIMAN. Cant 
bridge University Press. 42s.

This is the second of a three-volume history 
of the Crusades ; and in, many ways it is imevit 
able that it should be the least interesting. In 
the first volume Mr, Runciman painted 4 brik 
liant picture of the whole setting of the great 
adventure of the First Crusade, from its first 
Origins in Western Europe up to the conquest 
of Jerusalem.

Saladin. Once the Muslims had united 
to form a single political unit con- 
fronting the divided Frankish States 
along the whole of their land frontier 
from Antioch down to the gulf of 
Akaba, the fate of the crusading 
venture was sealed. But Mr. Runci- 
man brings out how much _ this 
Muslim unity jtself was the product 
of the selfishness, treachery, and 
mutual mistrust of the Western nobles. 

There is a brief but valuable des- 
cription of the structure of the King- 
dom of Jerusalem. What astonishes 
the reader throughout is how small 
was the group of Western knights who 
actually resided in the East. To 
muster a single thousand for battle 
was usually impossjble ; and of these, 
half would belong to the two great 
military orders. In the first volume 
Mr. Runciman’s sympathy with the 
Byzantines was apparent, and in this 
volume also he gives considerable 
space to that aspect of the picture. 
What Mr. Runciman will have to say, 
in his last volume, of the crusaders 
who attacked and captured Byzantium, 
instead of fighting the enemies of 
their religion, is easy to foresee. And 
it will be justified. 

One effect of this volume on the 
Jewish reader should be to make him 
prize as a jewel above price the Jewish 
tradition stemming from the prophets, 
that politics must have their root in 
morality. The Crusades were a great 
political, Christian, venture.

HEBREW RENAISSANCE 


David Franco Mendes: A Hebrew 


Poet. By J. MELKMAN. Jerusalem: 
Massadah. Amsterdam: -Joachims- . 
thal.

D. F. Mendes (1713-92), of Mar- 
rano extraction, was a rich Amsterdam 
merchant, sworn interpreter of the 
Dutch law-courts, and lay member of 
the Sefardi Beth Din, who. utilised 
his leisure in copying out beautitul 
poems in a beautiful hand and writing 
occasional poetry of his own in Heb- 
rew, Spanish, Portuguese, and French. 

He wrote an adaptation, in a strictly 
Jewish spirit, of Racine’s. Athalie;” 
enriching it with matter from Metas- 
lasios “Guioas,” and pretty-pretty 
Hebrew wedding play. He corres- 
ponded with many writers, and per- 
sonally befriended M. H. Luzzatto and 
N. H. Wessely, the two early giants 
of Modern Hebrew literature. He 
contributed to the first Hebrew literary 
periodical;. Ha-Meassef” (1785 
Onwards). 

Dr. Melkman has bestowed upon 
his fellow townsman a literary bio- 
graphy of quite unusual quality. He 
discovered manuscripts which contain 
enough new. material to prove Mendes 
one of the most fertile Hebrew poets 


of the eighteenth century, besides 
revealing that with all his conven- 
ionalism he was also a_ daring 


reformer of metre and other things. 


With his intimate knowledge of. the 
contemporary Dutch cultural scene, 


Dr. Melkman succeeds in providing a 
vivid background to Mendes’s writing 
and to make us understand why he 
Wrote in the way he did. 


Correcting an Error 


The importance of this interesting 
and readable work, however, tar 
iranscends that of a biography. Dr. 
Melkman shows clearly that our cur- 
rent ideas about the origins of 
Modern Hebrew literature are wrong : 
in Italy and in Italian Jewry’s cultural 
colony, Amsterdam. a “modern” 
literature in Hebrew existed already in 
the 16th century, written by men whose 
minds were open to the intellectual 
‘urfents of their time. Only in Ger- 
Many and Eastern Europe, where the 
Jews had shut themselves off from all 
iMellectual interchange, was the 
Wlerary treatment of “modern” sub- 
ects a revolutionary act. Indeed, we 
May ask whether the Berlin * revival ” 
was not due to the influences men 
like Wessely had imported from 
Amsterdam.

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ISRAEL TO-DAY

OW that the elections are 

over ‘and Dr. Weizmann’s 

place has been taken by 
another renowned leader of Zion. 
the Government and people of 
Israel are again concentrating on 
finding a way over the obstacles 
confronting the new State. These 
are formidable, both economic and 
political—but mainly the former. 
For, despite the enormous achieve- 
ments which at every turn in town 
and countryside astonish the eye of 
the visitor, and of which Israel may 
be justifiably proud, the country is 
still faced with the difficult task 
of solving problems of providing 
sufficient water, power, and trans- 
port, upon which all further pro- 
gress must depend. 3 


Balancing the Budget 
In the meantime the Cabinet § is 


wrestling with the immediate task of 
trying to balance the budget, which, 


including. the undisclosed defence 
expenditure, must now exceed 
1£200,000,000.. and endeavouring to 


bring about some form of relationship 
between imports and exports. Here 
the gap is widening dismally. During 
the first seven months of 1952 imports 
amounted to I1£78,000,000 against 
exports of only I1£11.000,000, a 
deficit 29 per cent greater than for 
the same period in 195]. 

It is estimated that a minimum of 
$300,000,000. is needed annually to 


underwrite development schemes and 
to keep the wheels of industry going. 
Faced with this lack and the obliga- 
tron to meet payments and interest on 
short-term loans, the Government has 
been forced to cut down imports of 


first being that every new immi- 
grant must work for at least a year 
in a settlement. Incidentally, 
Rassco, the’ rural smallholding 
scheme for middle-class settlers with 
a certain amount of capital, is proving 
a marked success, with more and more 
of these people leaving Tel Aviv and 
other towns to take up the very profit- 
able growing of. vegetables and fruit. 
and the raising of poultry, 

The ~Government has also intro- 
duced the Nahal Plan, by which 
young soldiers, men and women alike. 
after the first three months’ military 
training are sent to serve the next 
nine months as apprentices in various 
kibbutzim and farms. Mapam, the 
political opposition, even argues that 
the Israeli Army should: be trans- 
formed from a “ standing” army into 
a “pioneering” army by putting it 
to work on clearing and bringing into 
cultivation the large stretches of land 
around Tel Aviv and Jerusalem and. 
above all, in the Negev. 


Plans for the Negev 


A multitude of schemes is being 
applied to the Negev, a number show- 
ing great imagination—but, as always, 
requiring much capital and labour. 
The hope and intention is to uncover 
and exploit the: latent mineral 
wealth in this region, such as copper, 
tron-ore, and phosphates, which are 
known to exist, and possibly oil. This 
could transform the economy of Israel 
almost overnight. present phos- 
phates. are being imported from the 
United States.and Morocco, although 
the Northern Negev is thought to 
contain millions of tons of high-grade 
rock. phosphates. Already about 100 
tons: daily are being extracted. But 
modern equipment and machinery is 
needed to ‘replace the present small-

much-needed raw materials, with. the 
inevitable result that factories are now 
working at less than haif_ their 
capacity and there is unemployment. 
At Haifa port only four or five cargo 
ships are unloading daily, compared 
with some 20 two years ago. 

In a sense, however, this situation 
has come as a blessing in disguise to 


the Ben-Gurion administration, one 
of whose major headaches is the mass- 
ing of people into the towns and 


the general trend towards over-urbani- 
sation. It has given the Government 
a stronger case for dispersing labour 
from the towns into the countryside, 
where it is primarily needed. 

It ts now recognised that the 
development of towns in Israel with 
amenities on a European—even an 
American—scale has absorbed far too 
much of the country’s resources in 
money and effort, and is in fact 
starving the countryside. _To give one 
typical. example: out of 40. Persian 
Jews sent to work in a kibbutz a 
year ago:only one has remained, the 
others having deserted almost immedi- 
ately to the towns to seek higher 
wages and softer living conditions. | 

The whole subject is causing much 
heart-searching, and the Government 
has started to act. As foretold at 
the recent Actions Commitiee con- 
ference in Jerusalem, plans are under 
way to settle 100,000 town dwellers 
on the land in the next two or three 
vears. Food shortage and mounting 
prices will undoubtedly compel the 
use of much more forceful measures 
to bring about land colonisation, the 


scale exploratory methods being used. 
There is no doubt that with energetic 
organisation promoted by the eager 
and enthusiastic spirit which ts so 
characteristic of the country as a 
whole, this mineral -wealth. can 
become the greatest item on Israel's 
list of exports. 

In the Negev, as elsewhere, water 
and transport are the prior require- 
ments. To meet the first, wells are 
being drilled——-some 1,000 feet deep— 
and dams constructed to preserve the 
water in the wadis. also 66-inch pipe- 
lines laid to bring water from the 
Yarkon river dozens of miles away. 
These pipes are to-day being manu- 
factured in Israel itself at a_ large, 
modern plant imported complete from 
the U.S.A. and assembled at Yuval 
Gad, near the ancient city of Ascalon 
~~the place of Samson’s first victory 
over the Philistines. This pipe factory, 
established right at the gates of the 
desert, some 20 miles from Gaza and 


the sea, is unquestionably magnificent — 


proof of Israel's great achievement in 
its fight against the desert. -It is an 
inspiring sight to see this vast enter- 
prise, in which about a_ thousand 
workers—-Jews from every part of the 
wo-ld, including several hundred 
Yemenis still clinging to their tradi- 
tional earlocks—toiling by day and 
night in three shifts to make the pipes 
to irrigate the arid, empty wastes of 
the Negev. Given peace, this Israeli 
evterprise will prove a blessing, not 
only to the Israelis themselves, but 
also to the Arabs, who, if they had

SWEDISH CHANUCAH LAMP 


The wlustration above is of. an 
unusual, possibly unique, Chanucah 
and Sabbath Lamp, made completely 
of silver, and now inthe collection 


of “Mr. S. Oppenheimer, of London. 


It hung in a Swedish synagogue,‘and, 
aS far as is known, it is: of Swedish 
origin. There is a well-founded belief 
that Jewish silversmiths went to 
Sweden in the eighteenth. century, 
probably from: Germany or Denmark 
(one or two of these silversmiths 
are believed to have founded certain 
Swedish banking firms). 


The lamp shows the finest type of 
silversmithing, and all the pieces are 
detachable. There is a tiny sconce for 
the “shammas” the delicately 
made flower piece at the top left-hand 
of the lamp. In :the small ellip‘ical 
“ cage.” top centre, is a silver dove. 
The counterpoise werght at the bottcm 
of the lamp bears the TTS phrase 
from the Chanucah service, in Hebrew 
The circular form of this “ Menorah ” 
is rare, but there is. ancient and 
important rabbinical authority for tts 
permissibility.

Vienna Jews’ Attitude 
To the Editor of Tue 
From Dr, EMIL MAURER 


SiR,—In your issue of November 
1982. page 13, you published a report 
by your Vienna correspondent, headed 
- Fight for Reparations from Austria.” 
This report is IN My Opinion. tenden- 
In certain parts and consequent}, 
harmful to the Jewish cause. : 

It is incorrect: to say that “.. . for 
the first time since the war the Austrian 
Government failed to send a represen.a- 
live to the memorial meeting.” Reading 
this, one might receive the impression 
that the Government or its members did 
not accept an imvitation to the memorial 
meeting. I should like to point out that 
this year no invitations were extended io 
the Government to attend the ceremony. 
That '\ why members of the Govern- 
ment could not participate, 

In particular, | must object to the way 
in which the, attitude’ of the Association 
of Former Concentration Camp Inmates 
has been reported. According to a resolu- 
tion at us last conference, the organisa- 
i10n is now called the Federal Union of 
the Austrian Resistance Movement and 
Vicums of Fascism. This organisation 
is generally regarded as a semi-Com- 
munist body. From your correspondent’s 
report the average reader of your paper 


would assume that this is the only asso-. 


cration .of former concentration camp 
This is not the case, The 
former camp inmates in Austria have 
formed three different’ organisations. 

(i) Union. of Socialist Fighters for Freedom 
and Victims of Fascism, The Union is affili- 
ated to Austria’s: Socialist. Party ; 

(2) ** OVP **-—Fellowship Of Persons perse- 
cuted on political. grounds: . The. Fellowship is 
affiliated to the .Oesterreichische Volkspartei 
and 


(3) The. above-named - Federal Union of the 


Austrian Resistance Movement and Victims. of 
Fascism 


In connection with the pending settle- 


ment of heirless property this last-named | 


association has in fact passed a resolu- 
uon which includes the following 
passage : 

The Conference of the Federal Union under- 
Stand that of the heirless property which is now 
erher in-the hands of Arvans who. took over 
Jewish -property (Ariseure) or else in the 
custody of the German or Austrian Government, 
respectively. only a fraction of the property is 
supposed to be for compensation for the victims 
Of fascism, while a further part is supposed to 
be allotted to organisations abroad.”’ 

_In the November issue of their paper 
the above-mentioned association expressly 
refers to these organisations as “. .. 
American organisations.””. Your  corre- 
spondent, however, arbitrarily inserts here 
the word “ Jewish”’ (American. Jewish 
organisations). He thus distracts atten- 
lion from the orginal intention of the 
resolution. The journal of this Com- 
munist-inclhined association interprets: the 
matter as if American organisations will 
receive by far the greatest part of the 
global compensation, e.g., capital. will be 


- transferred from Austria to America to 


the detriment of victims of Nazi terror. 
In actual fact, however, the Jewish world 
Organisations are supposed to receive a 
part of the global compensation. to be 
paid by the Austrian Government and to 
be spent for Jewish purposes only, : 

| think that it.is in the interest of the 
Jewish cause that these corrections 
should be made. A 

At the conference held in Salzburg on 
September 14 the Israelitische Kulius- 
gemeinde Wien co-ordinated their further 
line of action in respect of full restitu- 
tion with the policy of Jewish world 
orgamsations...

open up the region. From Beersheba. 


to-day. a town of 20,000, compared 
with 2.000 four years ago, a new 
hard-surface road now stretches for 
some fifty miles towards the newly 
reopened King Solomon's copper 
mines of Sodom and the Dead Sea. 
Extensive preparations are under wa\ 
to. extend the railway line to the 
Negev. 

As regards agriculture, Israel's 
achievements have been most amaz- 
ing—almost miraculous—and nowhere 
is this to be seen more convincingly 
than in the Negev, particularly in the 
southern end. — Here large tracts of 
land, nearly a million dunams-~a 
quarter of the entire land at present 
under cultivation in Israel—have been 
ploughed up and last summer, owing 
rains, produced excellent 
crops of cereais, fodder, and industria! 
grasses. Some fifty new. settlements 
have been established in this region 
with a population of over 10,000. A 
great deal. of additional cultivation 1s 
being done by working. parties and 
machinery sent from the various. kib- 
butzim. even as far north as Galilee. 
Fodder from the Negev is to-da\ 
feeding cattle in other parts of Israel. 

The -lopsidedness of the country's 
economy, however, is glaringly 
apparent to’: any discerning visitor. On 
the one hand there are the over- 
crowded towns with their packed cafés 
and -luxury shops and imposing villas 
with: bathrooms for American mil- 
honaitres. One must also the 
black market, manifest at every turn. 
On. the other hand is arid, 
sparsely. populated countryside with 
the simple-living agricultural settle- 
ments and the depressing poverty ot 
the ma‘’abarot, where thousands stil! 
live in tents and corrugated iron huts. 
Significantly. the 1,600,000 population 
of Israel occupies. little more than 
ten per cent of its territory of 8.000 
square miles. In addition, only about 
1S per cent of the wage earners are 
emploved in agriculture. 

On the political side, a discouraging 
fact is that the Government, which 
has so dese-vedly won the respect 
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however grudgingly—of the world 
outside for its success in building the 
Israeli State, is still hindered by so 
much: factious. opposition. The 
numerous political parties—at least 
15-—with all their petty rivalries have 
become a byword and a joke even 
among: Jews. ‘Worse than that, this 
bitter party strefe has affected, and 1s 
still affecting, the .kibbutzim, that 
valiant disinterested element which has 
played so great a part in the founding 
of the State. It is true that for the 
moment. the more disruptive’ trend 
appears. to be halted, but something 
‘must be done to enable this. the most 
virile and valuable section of the com- 
munity, to recapture its faith. Party 
rivalry apart, much of the cause would 
appear to lie in a too indulgent policy 
towards the more irresponsible 
elements in the towns, 


Democratic Force in Middle East. 


These. are problems. which Israel 
must find a means of solving, demo- 
cracy or not. Even more so because 
of the country’s rising importance 
intesnationally, due to its unique 
position in the Middle East. Gradually 
it is being recognised that Israel as 
a democracy can, if: given a chance. 
point the way to its neighbours, - all 
in the grip of either dictatorship, near- 
revolution. or political chaos.

The material 
evidence of “these things” is plainiy 
there for all to see;. but probably 
what most elates the visitor is the 
feeling of the tremendous release of 
creative effort plus the faith which has 
brought them about. 

What has been accomplished by 
hand and brain is the work of only 
about 5 per-cent of Jewry, who by 
their effort have provided a refuge 
for about 5 per cent more. If it is 


not to be lost, the responsibility must 

lie largely with the remaining 90 per 

cent who live in the world outside.

AMERICAN VISIT 


America Day by Day. By SIMONE 
pt Beauvorr. Translated by PaTRick 
Dupiey. Duckworth. 21s. 


Reviewed by MAX BELOFF 


Simone de Beauvoir’s account of a 
four-month lecture tour in the United 
States in 1948 appeared in French 
four years ago. Written in the form 
of a diary, it 1s in fact a mixture of 
personal impressions, in which the 
author's descriptive gifts occasionally 
bring some landscape vividly to life, 
and of a series of generalisations 
which show how far the sensibility of 
an artist can lead one astray, when it 
is Not combined with a rigorous intel- 
lectual discipline and the knowledge 
of background and _ circumstances 
necessary to interpret the phenomena 
one sees, and to understand the basic 
trends that underlie them. 

The extraordinarily childish nature 
of the author’s commitment to a Left- 
wing view of the world does indeed 
help to explain what has _ recently 
brought her close associate, J. P. 
Sartre, into the Communist camp, but 
does not help to explain America. 
She lectured in universities, and vet her 
remarks about the universities show 
no real comprehension of the system, 
and suggest that she was once or twice 
the victim of rather successful . leg- 
pulls. Since she seems to have spoken 
to no one in the service of the States, 
or the Federal Government, to have 


visited no social institution other than. 


a prison, to have kept altogether clear 
of the places where the real work is 
done, to have read no books or serious 
journals, and to have met no one of 
any interest to the world. at large 
except negro author Richard 
Wright—the only person allowed to 
escape from the irritating anonymity 
of initials—it is not surprising that we 
get a picture of an America. packed 
with frustrations, poijitically apathetic, 
and the prey ‘to an official terror so 
powerful that Nazi Germany or Soviet 
Russia would seem by comparison to 


be strongholds of. liberalism. 


Racial Discrimination 


Mademoiselle de. Beauvoir makes a 
couple of trite observations on. anti- 
semiuusm in its social manifestations, 
and at certain universities, and rightly 
points out how the question of the 
struggle against racial discrimination 
is Complicated by the even greater gulf 
that divides White from Black. But 
her observations have been made by 
others, and one gets no real sense of 
the dynamic elements in the situation, 
nor does she seem to have had. any 
contact with American Jewry as such. 
Segregation in the South horrified her 
as tt-has horrified others: but of the 
undoubted and universally recognised 
progress of the South in this. respect 


over the. last decade or two.. of the’ 


methods by which it has been accom- 
plished, and the further questions 
which it raises, She remains as far as 
one can see not enly. profoundly 
ignorant but, what is worse,: pro- 
foundly incurious. What emerges from 
this book 1s not America or Americans 
but a caricature of both, occasionally 
given animation through the exer- 
cise of the noveltst’s gifts.

Eggless Batter 


A FLOUR and water batter can replace 
eggs for coating fish, cutlets, etc. Mix 
2 oz. flour with a_ pinch of salt, then 
gradually add sufficient cold water to mix 
to a thin cream-—about pt. 
the fish, cutlets, or rissoles in seasoned 
flour, then in batter, and coat with brown 
breadcrumbs, Leave for a while to dry 
before frying.

Spikenard and Saffron 
By “ AUNTIE” 


HERE is a lovely phrase in the 

Song of Songs: * While the King 

sat at. his table, my spikenard 
sent forth its fragrance.” 1 was: so 
fascinated by the sound of it that I 
hunted through the Bible reter- 
ences. to spices and found that they 
must have been cultivated a good deal 
and were greatly prized, 

One legend says that when Adam 
had to leave Paradise he wept and 
implored the angels to grant him, at 
least, permission to take sweet-scented 
spices with him, so that outside Para- 
dise he might still be able to bring 
offerings ‘unto God. The angels 
approached the Almighty and said: 
“King unto everlasting, 
Thou us to give Adam sweet-scented 
spices of Paradise,” and God willingly 
granted their prayer. Thus. Adam 
gathered saffron, nard, calamus, and 
cinnamon, and, laden with these and 
other seeds for food, Adam and Eve 
left Paradise and later planted their 
seeds. 

Our next mention in the Bible is 
in this week's Sidra: Jacob ts deciding 
what presents his sons should take to 
the ruler of Egypt when. they return 
for the second time,. The father says 
to them: “Take of the choice fruits 
of the land in your vessels, and -carry 
down. the. man.a..present, a 
balm, and a little honey, spicery and 
ladanum.” In all probability, during 
their first visit to Egypt, the brothers 
had noticed that, during the. proces- 
sions in which the great lord, Joseph, 
rode on his horse, cassia, sweet’ spices, 
myrrh, and aloes were strewn along 
the streets. Afterwards when. the 
brothers returned from Egypt with the 
glad tidings that. Joseph was alive, 
they brought with them handsome 
presents of money and clothes which 
e had. given them ; and for the wives 
he sent special clothes and aromatic 
spices such as were used by the high- 
born Egyptian’ princesses, 

Alas! Jacob’s time with his beloved 
son was only too short, and he died 
and was buried with high honours, 
While the body. lay in state, awaiting 
burial, legend tells us that aromatic 
Spices were burned. 
funeral procession, fifty. of Jacob's

For the actual. 


servants preceded the coffin strewing 
myrrh upon the road and all manner 
of perfumes, so that the sons of Jacob 
trod upon the aromatie spices as they 
carried the body forward to Canaan, 
to Jacob’s last resting place. 

Spices were required for the Taber- 
nacle which the Israelites built in the 
wilderness. They were used for the 
anomting oil. And when King 
Solomon built the Temple to replace 
the Tabernacle, he erected a golden 
altar on which were offered spices and 
sweet incense. This is one of the 
explanations given by Rabbis for the 
customary smelling of spices at the 
termination of Shabbat, and they 
maintain that the soul is sustained by 
fragrant smells, 


The Spice Garden 


This story is to be found among 
the legends about the. great prophet 

A picus man died and left his spice 
garden to his three sons, Each: took 
turns at night in guarding it from 
thieves. 

The first night the eldest son was 
on. duty, and as he watched an old 
man suddenly appeared and asked: 


“My son, what wilt thou have, know- 


ledge of the Torah, great wealth, or 
a beautiful wife?” The man: con- 
sidered for a short time and = then 
replied he would choose wealth. Elijah 


‘-—for it was he—gave him a coin 
which was so miraculous ‘that, how- 


ever much was spent with it, it-came 
back into the man’s pocket. 

The next night, the second son was 
on: guard in the garden and, when 
he was asked the same. question, he 
chose knowledge of the Torah. 
Accordingly, Elijah presented him with 
a book. that in a few. minutes taught 
him the whole Torah 

The youngest son proved. to be 
the luckiest. When he had: his: turn 
in keeping watch and Elijah asked him 
what he wanted he replied: “ A beauti- 
ful wife.” 
young -man with him and visited 
different homes until they met the girl 
whom Elijah considered suitable 
wife. The young couple were married; 
and the wife showed herself to be not 
only beautiful but also. wise, for she 
helped her husband to tend the spice 
garden so well that they grew rich— 
even richer. than the eldest brother— 
and she encouraged him to study the 
Torah. so that he knew more than the 
second brother. Thus in the end the 
Spice garden gave him all three gifts, 
wealth, the Torah, and a_ beautiful 
wife.

ADHERENCE TO MODERNISATION AND 
EXPANSION POLICY 


MR. J. PREVEZER ON CURRENT 
IMPROVEMENT 

The seventeenth ordinary general meeting of 
Derby and Midland Mills (1935), Ltd. was held 
on December 16 in Derby. Mr. Jacob Prevezer 
(Chairman and Joint Managing Director) 
presided. 

The following is an extract from his circulated 
Statement : 

The aggregate trading profit for the year 
ended June 30, 19452, after allowing for losses 
on stocks, was £189,185. To this is added sundry 
items Of £523, leaving a balance of £189,708. 
From this figure is deducted depreciation of 
£69,006 and a net taxation charge of £51,988. 
leaving a surplus for the year of £68,714. 

The previous year’s accounts show a trading 
profit of £356,155, sundry income £1.49], a total 


of £357,646 , less depreciation £60,635. taxation 
£175,296, minority interests £1,113: -resultant 
met surplus being. £120,602. This includes 


£55,768 transferred to capital reserve in con- 
nection with profits of subsidiaries: prior to 
acquisition of sharcholdings at the end of June, 
1981, which left:a balance available for distri- 
bution of £64 .837, 

Your Board have decided to recommend a 
final: Ordinary dividend of 74 per cent actual. 
less income tax, bringing the Ordinary dividend 
up tO a total of 15 per cent actual, less income 
tax, for the year. The balance to carry forward 
tO mext. year is £112.170. 

REASONS FOR LOWER PROPIT 

Last year I said that from figures available 
for the first four months of the current. period. 
over-all sales and profits had been maintained. 


‘but that.a reversal of trading conditions had 


arisen I regret to state that these conditions 
continued to deteriorate, as a result of which 
the profits are considerably lower than for the 
previous year. - 

By the end of 1951, almost all our export 
markets ceased buying, mainly owing to the 
imposition of new duties, imoort licences. and 
currency restrictions which, in effect. became 
complete prohibition. Under these circumstances, 
several of our. overseas customers were unable 
to accept delivery of our goods which had becn 
manufactured for them. This state of affairs— 
which, of course, applied to most other textile 
concerns-—caused a egrcat glut of merchandise 
on the home market and together with consistent 
falls in the prices of both wool and cotton, 
destroyed buying confidence. 

The adverse reactions to these matters were 
felt by us mainiy at our weaving concern 
(Lancashire), where it had. been necessary for 
some considerable time to place orders for yarn 
about nine months in advance so as to ensure 
continuity of production. This company suffered 
heavy losses in stocks and commitments relating 
thereto which have been provided for”in the 
accounts. As a result of this. last blow, your 
Board decided to take drastic steps and some 
two-thirds of the employees were stood off 


PROBLEM OF YARN SUPPLIES 

For many months, extensive. efforts have 
taken. place to produce merchandise for which 
there isa ready market, but it was not until 
fairly recently that success was attained in con- 
nection with this: We have now sufficient orders 
to. run the mill at full time for many months, 
but great difficulty is being experienced in obtain- 
ing sufficient of the new types of yarns required. 
As a result of this, and the fact that many of 
the allied trades upon which we rely are. also 
experiencing difficulties in getting into full swing 
after several months of curtailed production, it 
has only been possible to operate half of the 
plant available for the time being, but there 
is ¢very reason to look. forward to greatly in- 
creased production in the near future. 

At Derby, we have suffered similar difficulties 
in regard to the majority of our export. cus- 
tomers, but some countries continued to pur- 
chase and many others have now recommenced 
buying Although trading profits were lower, 
the fall: was. offset quite substantially bv the 
profits of another section of our business which 
had operated fully for the first time in several 
years 

POLICY OF MODERNIS ATION AND 

EXPANSION 

The. profits of our .-Belper company show a 
slight décrease as compared with the previous 
twelve months ; these lower figures arise: from 
price resistanee which ‘had arisen in the export 
market and the almost complete cessation of 
demand for merchandise other than nvlon.

TAXATION DISADVANTAGES 


We, in’ common with many’ other British 
enterprises trading overseas, suffer the following 
taxation disadvantages in respect of »rofits made 
abroad : (1) the combined focal and U.K. taxes 
payable on such profits. even after allowing for 
such double taxation relref as is available, often 
exceed the amount. which would be payable if 
such profits were earned wholly in the U.K. : (2) 
the taxation authorities have so far insisted on 
our paying U.K. tax on profits of overseas 
branches in sterling, even though it has been 
impossible to have such profits remitted to this 
country because of exchange. control restric- 
tions, . Incidentally, this penal taxation affects 
not only trading concerns but applics equally 
harshly to many of the plantation companies 
domiciled here for which we act as Secretaries. 

Weighty evidence has been submitted to the 
Royal Commission onthe Taxation of Profits 
and Income, pronosing to exempt overseas 
income from income tax and profits tax in the 
U.K., a: system. which is already in force. in 
Australia, South Africa, and certain, European 
countries. We suggest: that the Chancellor 


‘should make this urgent reform now and not 


delay action unti! the report of the Roya! Com- 
mission is. availabie. 

Failing the complete exemption proposed, the 
U_K, taxation laws should be amended without 
delay to allow that: 
be assessable to U.K. taxation until received in 
this country, thus following the. practice of the 
US.A., and (b) the principle of full double 
taxation relief, which at present is applicable 
only as between the U.K. and those countries 
which have actually entered into double taxation 
agreements, should be anplied to. all foreign 
income. 

FOODSTUFFS 


The question of where to find and how to 
pay for the imports of foodstuffs with which to 
sustain a reasonable standard of living for a 
growing population is giving rise to grave concern 
in many countries where internal production i: 
itself falls far short of minimum requirements. 
We have this probiem at home. but it is also 
a very real one in many Eastern countries, par- 
ticularly those which formerly relied for supplies 
of rice on Burma and Indo-China, where internal 
conflict has been responsible for a serious reduc- 
tion jn the quantities available for export. 

The F.A-O: have issued grave warnings and 


the Governments of the importing countries are 


being helvoed to .amplify. their. own. interna! 
production, but speed is essential if such 
developments are tO measure up to the needs 
of the rapidly growing population. With rice 
in. continuing short supply the price is. nattiralls 
held at so high a level as to affect adversely 
the cost of living. It- is difficult to change the 
food habits. of the people ¢ven when they are 
chronically under-nourished A -certain amount 
ot wheat is now ‘going into consumption. but 
that staple. too. is globally not in over-abundant 
supply. First priority should be given in each 
country to better. methods of cultivation. and to 
the greater, use of fertilisers on existing planted 
areas--something which. will bring prompt 
returns~-meanwhile taking the. necessary steps, 
by irrigation and. so on, te bring further areas 
of suitable land. under food crops. Only in 
that way can further inroads of Communism be 
thwarted. 
TEA AND RUBBER 

Sir Eric said that the cessation of tea ration- 
ig brought no immediate fncrease in consump- 
tion, but Gwing to low. prices and other causes 
world supply and absorption were rapidly 
approaching equilibrium He toresaw that tea 
would not be. available. for long at prices 
anpreciably below cost of production 

For vears: past, he said, the U.S.A. Govern- 
ment Aeencies have played an almost decisive 
role-in- shaping the course of natural ftubber 
prices by reason of their stockpile purchases on 
the. one. hand and their synthetic - production 
policy on the other. The State Department are 
well aware of what. a. fair price for natural 
rubber means to the economy of South-fast 
Asia but- they are not the Agency which dictates 
the policy of the U.S.A. Government in rubber 
matters The natural rubber industry desires. 
and ought to have a fair fie!d in which to com- 
pete on its merits with synthetics priced on a 
commercial, unsubsidised basis with only 
minimum. mandatory use. 1 remain. firm 
believer in the futufe of natural rubber. from 
conviction. of its merits as a tough = elastic 
material, 

THE CITIZEN'S ROLE 

In conclusion, he 
interest the communiqué issued at the conclu- 
sion of the Commonwealth Economic. Con- 
ference. but the fact remains that a successful 
issue Out of our economic trouoles depends in 
the main on the achievements of the ordinary 
citizenry in their respective walks in life, be 
they farmers, manufacturers, ffftrchants, harbour

Our own Chancellor of the Exchequer must 
be wel! aware that there are many among us 
who. would be only too glad to help further 
desirable developments if the Government took 
less of our Carnings to its own use.

TURNOVER WELL MAINTAINED | 


The 47th annual general meeting of J. Glik- 
sten & Son, Ltd., was held on. December 18 
in London, Mr. S G. Gliksten (Chairman and 
Managing Director) presiding.

sterling area. The 
wallboards have also. been accompanied by

Export turnover has again increased during 
the year although in common ‘with most other 
suppliers we have been severely: restricted 
the closure of the Australian market.  Neverthe- 
less. it is Our determination to continue the 
development of our export departments which 
handle many commodities not wholly~ related 
to the timber industry.

OPTIMISTIC OUTLOOK 
FOR NEW YEAR 


Stock markets continue to make a 
cheerful, if quiet, showing. * End-of- 
year influences ’ ‘are at work, and these 
are likely to be replaced by “new year 
factors ” as the City begins to cope with 
balance-sheet and tax-payment problems 
in the early sie of 1953. Nevertheless, 
there is reasonable optimism for the 
future, and a growing feeling that 1952 
may have seen the worst of the City’s

GERMAN DOCTORS ON TRIAL IN FRANCE 


War-time Medical Experiments 


From our Correspondent 


| Metz 
Two German professors’ oof 
medicine, Eugene Haagen and Otto 


Bickenbach, went on trial before a . 
French military 


tribunal here this 
weck. They are accused of pseudo- 
scientific mass murders at the Alsace 
concentration camp of Struthof- 
Natzweiler, which wag established by 
the Nazis in 1941, four other Ger- 
man doctors, who eluded arrest when 
the camp was liberated by Allied 
forces, are being tried in absentia. 

Hundreds of Jewish men and women, 
mainly deportees from France on their 
way to extermination camps in Eastern 
iurope, were among the victims sub- 
jected to incredibly gruesome “* medical ”’ 
experiments. On at least one occasion, 
when the German professors ran short 
of human guinea pigs, a large contingent 
of Jewish women, chosen for their youth 
and perfect health, was specially brought 
down to — Struthof-Natzweiler from 
Auschwitz. Before being done to death, 
they were fattened for three weeks on 
German troop rations. 

The medical director of Struthof- 
Natzweiler, Professor Auguste Hirt, who 
is, a fugitive from justice, endowed the 


permission 


anthropological museum of the Stras- 
bourg Institute of Anatomy with a large 
collection of Jewish skulls. 

The evidence submitted by the Public 
Prosecutor here includes a document by 
Hirt, which states: “ There exist ver 
few specimens of skulls of the Jewis 
race permitting thorough study and 
precise conclusions. The war in the East 
enables us to make good this omission. 
We have the opportunity of obtaining 
scientific and tangible proof by procuring 
the skulls of Jewish Bolshevik commis- 
Sars who personify an inferior humanity, 
repulsive but characteristic.” He issued 
orders that the “inferior” Jews should 
be taken alive and kept in good health 
until the arrival of his personal assistant, 
who would take photographs; then after 
extermination, “with due precautions 
against injuries to the head,” the latter, 
severed from the body, was to be 
dispatched to him in a sealed vessel filled 
with a preservative liquid. He received 
87 Jewish heads thus treated. | 

The trial has aroused great interest in 
France, with newspapers claiming thatthe 
military court- will have to pronounce on 
the whole question of medical ethics and 
the right of doctors to use human beings 
for experiments, Many French doctors 
and scientists are attending the trial, and 
the French Academy of Science has asked
